“ dem onstrators. 
The case decided this week 
In the high court overruled a 
Pennsy lvania 
State 
Court 
which had enjoined picketing 
of the parcel pickup area of a 
superm arket and the adjacent 
parking 
lot 
in 
a 
suburban 
shopping center. Justice Tliur- 
good 
Marshall, 
however, 
in 
writing the majority oiwnion, 
dea lt not merely with the ac­ 
tivities of labor union pickets 
who were try ing to keep busi 
ness away from stores whose 
employ es were non union, but 
also 
broadened 
picketing 
rights so as to include “con­ 
sumers protesting shoddv or 
overpriced merchandise, .and 
minoritv groups seeking non 
discrim inatory hiring policies 
that a contrary decision here 
would have 
The net effect of the Su 
prome Court opinion is thal a 
parking lot owned and oper­ 
ated In private businesses are 
nevertheless subject to picket­ 
ing and “dem onstrations.” No 
account is taken of the possi 
ble losses or dam age the re­ 
tail stores might 
suffer be 
cause 
of 
the 
“ depion^tra 
tions. 
Justice 
Hv run 
White, 
who 


was deputy attorney general 
during the administration of 
President Kennedy , wrote in a 
dissenting opinion: 
“ In no sense are any parts 
of tlie shopping center dedi­ 
cated to tin’ public for gen­ 
eral purposes or the occupants 
ol the pia/a ex ercising official 
powers. The public is invited 
to the premises hut only in 
order to 
do 
business 
with 
those who maintain establish 
mentis there. The inv itation is 
to shop for the products which 
are sold. There is no general 
invitation to use the parking 
lot, the pick-up zone, or the 
sidewalk ex cept as an adjunct 
to shopping. 
“ No one is invited to use 
the parking lot as a place to 
park his car while he goes 
elsewhere to work. The drive­ 
way s and lanes for auto traf 
He are not offered for use as 
general thoroughfares leading 
from one public street to an­ 
other. 
Those driveway s and 
parking spaces are not public 
streets and thus available for 
parades, public meetings, or 
other activities for which pub­ 
lic streets arc used.’’ 
* Justice Hugo Black, in an 
other dissenting opinion, held 
that the state court’s injunc­ 
tion was valid. He said: 
“ 1 
believe 
that 
whether 
this court likes it or not the 
Constitution 
recognizes 
and 
supports the concept of pri­ 
vate ownership of property . 
The 
Fifth 
Amendment 
pro­ 
vides that 
no person shall 
. . . he deprived of life, lib­ 
erty . or property , without due 
process of law: nor shall pri­ 
vate property 
l>e taken 
for 
public use without 
just com ­ 
pensation.’ 


“ This 
means 
to 
me 
that 
there is no right to picket on 
the private premises of an­ 
other to try to convert the 
owner or others to the views 
of the pickets. It also means, 
1 think, that if this court is 
going to arrogate to itself the 
power to act as the govern­ 
m ent’s agent to take a part 
of Weis’ property to give to 
the pickets for their use, the 
court should also aw ard Weis 
just 
compensation 
for 
the 
property taken.” 
Although the case on which 
the decision was rendered this 
week arose out of picketing 
by 
labor unions, the ruling 
pens up the whole question 
of whether the premises of a 
retail 
establishment 
is 
a 
“ public” place to which any ­ 
body can have access at any 
tim e for “ communicative pur­ 
poses” - such as arguing with 
custom ers in a store that they 
should 
refrain 
from 
buy ing 
goods until the owner changes 
his attitude on a public issue. 
Certainly this is a broader 
interpretation 
of 
the 
“ free 
speech” concept than has ever 
been rendered before by the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States. The significance of the 
ruling may have far-reaching 
effects not merely on labor- 
union controversies but on the 
rights of “ dem onstrators” and 
crusaders to intrude on pri­ 
vate property . 
The real question is who is 
going to compensate the store 
owner when his business is 
directly injured by the license 
now apparently given by the 
Supreme 
Court 
to 
“ demon­ 
strators” or pickets to da m ­ 
age at will the owner of any 
business without incurring any 
responsibility for the loss.

WASHINGTON — The ques­ 
tion of whether Bobby Ken­

the FBI has become the sub­ 
ject or some controversy . It 
is 
also 
very 
im portant 
in 
gauging Kennedy ’s qualifica­ 
tions 
to

President, 
and 
whether 
he 
is 
telling 
the 
truth. After all. the m atter 
of the credibility gap has be 
come something of an issue 
these day s. 
In this connection, this col­ 
umn has learned that, when 
Attorney General. 
Mr. 
Ken­ 
nedy ordered a w iretap put 
on the phone of Dr. Martin 
Luther King. 
Kennedy 
denies 
this 
and 
other statem ents that he or­ 
dered or condoned the wide- 
scale wiretapping or eaves­ 
dropping undertaken by the 
FBI while he com m anded the 
Justice Departm ent. He states 
that nowhere in the Justice 
Departm ent 
is 
there to 
be 
found a single eavesdrop or­ 
der signed by him. 
However, the facts in the 
eavesdropping 
on 
Dr. 
King 
are irrefutable and we can 
report them in detail. 
Attorney General 
Kennedy 
first ordered Dr. King bugged 
on July 16. 1963. His reason 
was that King was in touch 
with various Communists and 
was being influenced by them. 
The order caused surprise 
in the FBI. During the 1960 
election cam paign both Bobby 
and 
his 
brother, 
the 
late 
President, had offered to help 
Dr. King when he was a r ­ 
rested in Atlanta Oct. 19 and 
refused to post bond in con­ 
nection 
with 
a 
civil-rights 
sit-in. 
John 
F. 
Kennedy 
even 
issued a pi ess release offer­ 
ing to h* !•> King, a gesture 
which 
had 
important 
effect 
on the N tgro vote three weeks 
later. In Look County it was 
the Negro vote which gave 
Kennedy 
his 
slender 
8 .000 
vote m argin in Illinois and 
won him the presidency . 
FBI Objects 
When, therefore, the brother 
of the President 
ordered 
.1 
wiretap on Dr 
King’s phone, 
the FBI w 
am azed and op­ 
posed 
it. 
Couitney 
Evan.?, 
who served as liaison officer 
between J Kilgai Hoover and 
Bobby Kennedy , told the At­ 
torney 
General 
that 
King 
traveled a lot, so a wiretao 


might no! 
be too effective. 
Also he said that the wiretap 
would have a bad reaction 
among Negroes if discovered. 
The 
Attorney 
General 
re 
m arked that he was not in the 
least interested in repercus­ 
sions. 
He did not pi ess the m a t­ 
ter. and ro the FBI did not 
place any taps on King s wire 
in July . 19GJ. 
However, in October of that 
y ear Bobby Kennedy signed 
an order for a tap on King ’s 
wires, and thereafter King's 
phone 
conversations 
were 
monitored 
This m a y have been why the 
highly 
publicized 
confronta­ 
tion 
between 
King 
and 
J. 
Edgar Hoover turned out the 
way it did. 
On Nov. 
18 . 
1964. Hoover 
called 
Dr. 
King 
“ the 
most 
notorious liar in the country ’’ 
after King had urged civil- 
rights workers not to report 
violence to the FBI on the 
ground that FBI agent? were 
Southerners who would take 
no action. 
King hurried to Washington 
for a show tow n with Hoover. 
Emerging from the FBI direc 
tor's office nrtcr their con­ 
ference. tJng m ade a state­ 
ment 
surprisingly 
favorable 
to the FBf. 
He had no criti­ 
cism for Hoover. 
Intimates 
have told os that King su.s 
pected H oovr was tapping his 
wires. 
However. King never 
realized that the person who 
originally ordered the moni­ 
toring was Robert F. Kenne­ 
dy . the m an v ho had offered 
to help get King out of jail. 
Later Kennedy was one of tha 
most headlined mourners at 
King’s funera l. 
However, we can report that 
the FBI faithfuily ea rned on 
Kennedy ’s 
original 
instruc­ 
tions and submitted regular 
reports on King s activities— 
right up until the time of his 
death. 
King's Private Life 
These idult in part with a 
communist who was helping 
to w rite King’s speeches: in 
part with his sex life.

One report wrritten Feb. 20, 
19 68 , quoted

tox icated at a small gath er­ 
ing. King threatened to leap 
from the 13th floor window 
of the hotel if this woman 
would not say she loved him.” 
The 
wiretaps 
on 
King’s 
phone also led to the report- 
i n g 
of 
King’s 
movements 
around the country and vari­ 


ous 
persons 
to 
whom 
he 
talked. 
T h e s e 
have 
been 
checked out for enemies and 
those who m ight be interested 
in assassinating King. 
This 
was why 
the 
FBI 
tracked 
down the lady reported in the 
Feb. 20 report ar.d checked on 
the possibility that an irate 
husband might have sought 
revenge on King. The trail 
led up a blind alley . The hus­ 
band was not the ty pe who, 
if 
he 
knew, 
would 
harbor 
revenge. 
The King w iretap was prob­ 
ably the most sensational of 
the taps inspired or ordered 
by Bobby Kennedy when he 
was A ttorney General, but it 
was by no means the only 
one. This phase of his gov­ 
ernm ent 
career 
h a s 
been 
scrutinized only casually 
in 
the past. However, the pub­ 
lic has a right to know all of 
his record before voting on 
his qualifications to be Presi­ 
dent. 
Polish Jew s to L’SA 
President Johnson has been 
discussing with S ecretary of 
S tate Dean Rusk a plan to 
invite all of the Polish Jews 
who have been under attack 
in Poland to find a haven in 
the United States. 
Unless there is legal objec­ 
tion, the plan should be an­ 
nounced shortly . 
President Johnson feels that 
the United S tates should con­ 
tinue its position of being a 
haven for oppressed peoples, 
and 
S ecretary 
R u s k 
has 
agreed with him. 
A great many Jews fled to 
the United S tates following 
H itler's 
advent 
to 
power, 
after 19 32 and before w ar 
broke out in 19 39 . Some m an­ 
aged to escape even 
later. 
President Johnson feels that 
they have become ex cellent 
American citizens and have 
made a contribution to the 
culture and economics of the 
United States. 
There is a total of approx i­ 
mately 30,000 Jews rem aining 
in Poland, and in the last few 
months they have been under 
attack by the right wing of 
the Communist party for al­ 
legedly proposing dem ocratic 
reforms. These reforms are 
similar to those wdiich have 
been achieved in Czechoslo­ 
vakia. though in Poland less 
progress has been made. Ap­ 
parently looking for political 
scapegoats, one wing of the 
Communist party has started 
a campaign of anti-Semitism. 
Prem ier Gomulka has sought 
to discourage this campaign 
but nevertheless it is reported 
that anti-Semitism continues 
to ex ist on a wide scale. 
Legal ex perts in the S tate 
D epartm ent believe that the 
President could invite 30.000 
Jews into the United S tates 
without going to Congress for 
authority . They argue 
that 
the quotas of a good m any 
other countries are unfilled; 
therefore, 
the admission of 
30.000 Poles would not change 
the immigration totals into 
the United S tates during th* 
current y ear.

ALBANY. N.Y. (AP)—There 
m ay or may not have been 
any political deals made be­ 
fore the legislature voted to 
create those 125 new judge-' 
ships 
hut y ou can bet there 
will be now. 
It’s inevitable because, for 
county chairm en and other lo­ 
cal political leaders, 
slicing 
up patronage is a way of life. 
And judgeships are the juiciest 
of political plums. 
The reason that judgeships 
are valued bey ond most other 
public offices is threefold: 
First is the fact that a 
high percentage of men a c ­ 
tive in politics are lawy ers, 
for whom ascending to the 
bench represents the peak of 
professional 
success. 
For 
m any , it’s a lifetime am b i­ 
tion. 
Equally important is that 
most 
judgeships 
pay 
hand­ 
some 
salaries 
or 
offer 
the 
clear 
prospect 
of 
a 
move 
eventually from a lower court 
to a more lucrative, higher 
court. 
—Finally there is the secur­ 
ity factor. 
The better judge­ 
ships carry term s ranging up 
to 4 y ears, 
with re-election 
alm ost guaranteed. The long­ 
standing custom in this state 
is for the m ajor parties to en­ 
dorse incumbent judges of the 
higher courts for re-election 
without regard to their poli­ 
tics. 
All of these factors conspire 
to stir- the most aggressive 
emotions 
in 
the 
breasts 
of 
politicians when judicial open­ 
ings beckon. 
Although there has been no 
wholesale ex pansion of the ju­ 
diciary in more than two dec­ 
ades. there have been occa­ 
sional seats created. 
These, 
plus 
the 
usual 
vacancies 
caused by 
death or 
retire­ 
ment. have given the political 
wheelers and dealers enough 
ex perience for the forthcom­ 
ing ex ercise. 
In areas of the state where 
one party is overwhelmingly 
strong, the 
maneuvering 
is 
likely 
to 
be 
strictly 
intra­ 
m ural. The 
“ ins” 
compete 
am ong themselves 
for 
the 
plums, while the “ outs” look 
on sorrowfully . 


T hat’s usually the case, for 
ex ample, 
in 
heavily 
Demo­ 
cratic New York City . 
Work Out a Deal 
More 
often, 
however, 
the 
political balance is not so de- 
sisively 
weighted. 
In 
such 
situations, 
especially 
when 
there are two or three judge­ 
ships of equivalent value at 
stake, 
the 
politicians 
often 
find 
it 
more 
ex pedient 
to 
work out a deal, rather than 
try to win all—or risk losing 
every thing—at the polls. 
In districts of roughly equal 
balance, it may become a one- 
for y ou, 
one for me 
proposi­ 
tion. Each party chooses one 
candidate and each endorses 
the other's choice, thus assur­ 
ing 
a 
no-contest 
election. 
Sometimes 
it’s 
two for me, 
one for-y ou, if one of the p ar­ 
ties has a superior capacity 
to win all the marbles. 
Often as not. the strongest 
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local political leader choosei 
himself as his p arty ’s candi­ 
date. 
Many a county chair­ 
m an has gone on to the bench. 
His successor m ay take the 
job with the same goal. 
Politicians defend these a r ­ 
rangem ents by arguing that 
it’s in the best interest of the 
people to “ keep the courts out 
of politics”—to avoid contest­ 
ed elections in 
which rival 
candidates level criticism that 
m ay im pair public confidence 
in the eventual winner. 
Some argue, however, that 
it deprives the public of its 
opportunity to make a choice 
and enables men of question­ 
able ability to slio into sensi­ 
tive judicial posts. 
Senate Majorty Leader Earl 
W. Brvdges believes he has 
the 
answer — a sy stem of 
screening 
panels 
to 
recom ­ 
mend qualified candidates. 
It’s not likely to prove popu­ 
lar with the deal-makcrs.

For instance, there' is no deadline set for the lim­ 
ited bombing President Johnson prescribed March JI.

on the phone of Dr. M artin 
L uther King. 
Kennedy 
denies 
this 
and 
other sta te m e n ts that he o r­ 
dered or condoned the wide- 
scale 
w iretapping or e a v e s­ 
dropping und ertaken 
by the 
FBI while he c om m an d ed the 
Ju stice D epartm en t. He states 
that now here in the Justice 
D ep artm ent 
is 
there 
to 
be 
found a single eavesdrop o r­ 
d er signed by him. 
However, the facts in the 
eavesdropping 
on 
Dr. 
King 
are irrefu table and we can 
report th em in detail. 
A ttorney G eneral 
Kennedy 
first o rdered Dr. King bugged 
on Ju ly 16. 1963. His reason 
was that King w as in touch 
with various C om m unists and 
wa s being influenced by them . 
The o rd er caused surprise 
in the FBI. During the 1960 
election ca m p a ig n both Bobby 
and 
his 
brother,

President, had offered to help

King when he was a r ­ 
rested in A tlanta Oct. 19 and 
refused to post bond in con­

Illinois and 
won him the presidency.

who served as liaison officer

Equally im portant is that 
m ost 
judgeships 
pay 
h a n d ­ 
som e 
salaries 
or 
offer 
the 
clea r 
prospect 
of 
a 
move 
eventually from a lower court 
to a 
m ore lucrative, 
higher 
court. 
— Finally there is the secu r­ 
ity factor. 
The better ju d g e­ 
ships c a rr y te rm s ranging up 
to 4 y ears, 
with 
ree lec tio n 
alm o st gu aran teed . The long­ 
standing custom in this state 
is for the m ajo r parties to en ­ 
dorse incum bent judges of the 
higher courts for re election 
without reg ard to their poli­ 
tics. 
All of these factors conspire 
to stir- the 
m ost aggressive 
em otions 
in 
the 
b reasts 
of 
politicians when judicial open­ 
ings beckon. 
Although there has been no 
wholesale expansion of the ju ­ 
diciary in m ore than two dec­ 
ades. there have been o cca ­ 
sional seats created.

weighted. 
In 
such 
situations, 
especially

there a re two or three ju d g e ­ 
ships of equivalent value at 
stake, 
the 
politicians 
often 
find 
it 
m ore 
expedient 
to 
work out a deal, ra th e r than 
try to win all—or risk losing 
every th in g —at the polls. 
In districts of roughly equal 
balance, it m ay becom e a one- 
for you. 
one for m e 
proposi­ 
tion. 
E ach p a rty chooses one 
candidate and each endorses 
the other s choice, thus a s s u r­ 
ing 
a 
no-contest 
election. 
Som etim es 
i f s 
two for me. 
one for-you, if one of the p a r ­ 
ties has a superior capacity 
to win all the m arbles. 
Often as not. the strongest 


local political leader choose! 
him self as his p a rty ’s can d i­ 
date. 
Many a county c h a ir­ 
m an has gone on to the bench. 
His successor m ay take the 
job with the sam e goal. 
Politicians defend these a r ­ 
ra n g em en ts by arguing th at 
it s in the best interest of the 
people to “ keep the courts out 
of politics”—to avoid contest­ 
ed 
elections 
in 
which 
rival 
cand id ates level criticism th at 
m ay im pair public confidence 
in the eventual winner. 
Some argue, however, th at 
it deprives the public of its 
opportunity to m ak e a choice 
a n d enables m en of question­ 
able ability to slip into sensi­ 
tive judicial posts.

Known as the Ganahgote site, 
the 3,850 acres planned for the 
reservoir would serve a dual 
purpose—as a source of water 
supply and for recreation. 
It is located in the lower 
sub-basin on Shawangunk Kill 
near its confluence with the 
Wallkill River. 
According to a recent report 
of the New York State W ater 
Resources Commission, a major 
recreation area could be devel­ 
oped on the west shore opposite 
the dam site, with a command­ 
ing view of almost the entire 
lake and the steep Shawangunk 
Mountains to the west.

The p r o j e c t involves 142 
square miles and would provide 
an anticipated 96 million gal­ 
lons of w ater per day. 
Cheaper than some other pro­ 
posed projects, the Ganahgote's 
acquisition cost has been esti­ 
mated at $3,160,000. The proj­ 
ect ranks third among 18 pro­ 
posed throughout the state and 
third among nine considered for 
the Hudson - Mohawk R i v e r 
Basin.
